Hi Ed; 


> This may be a dumb question, but what is the best way to zero beat a 
> frequency source with WWV? 


Well, here's my dumb answer: 


Get out of your collection two single conversion receivers that have the 
same IF frequency. Disable the local oscillators and use a signal 
generator to supply the LO to both receivers. Using any cheap 
oscilloscope, look at the IF signal just prior to the detector, one 
receiver to the vertical amp and the other receiver to the horizontal amp. 
Voila, a Lissajous figure frequency comparator. It doesn't matter if the 
LO drifts cuz you have no differential frequency error. Listen to WWV with 
one receiver and listen to your frequency counter clock with the other 
receiver. Look for the big "O" and relax.

If you knew them, you wouldn't have. 


Except Frank, of course. My natty pal who plans to take back 
56-60 mc with a Five Meter Liberation Army trades his double 
breasted suit for Black Tie easily and the formal wear just accents 
his forty-something gray at the temples.

put in new 6L6s on Christie's fifth birthday, in 1975. She stayed 
with it, and it showed. 


It is an audio amp and generator with inputs controlled by 
Capacitive coupling from the musician's hands as they move about 
the two poles of a metal object on a stand. She could control 
loudness, tone, and a lot of musician sounding stuff only my 
orchestra alumnae wife can remember. But the effect was impressive 
and the audience loved it. Christie had to motion for them to quit 
clapping, finally, so they could play "Fools Fall in Love." That 
got the crowd too, and the M.C. finally had to come out and OK an 
encore which, happily, the pair had prepared. They finished with 
"When the Saints Go Marching In," took a formal bow, and the 
managers closed the curtain so the show could go on. 


Of course they won the little cup. They had to set up again and 
do the overture to "Die Valkyrie," which they have been practicing 
because the WARmon wants to try out for a standby spot on next 
year's DMA presentation. And after that they got mobbed and it 
took over an hour to get out and down to a place more trendy than 
Frank's usual stop at Denny's.

sure it's Army as there is an orange rectangular inspection stamp.

Jack I think it's a "Mark IV" IFF that worked with later versions of 
the SCR268 radar. Freq. was about 216mcs. 


Cams & doolollies ran IFF codewheel. 18V is a complete puzzle unless 
something 6V went in series... like all the 6V heater tubes. 


Put it on the ground near a P47 & see if anything happens. Like 
Francois Truffaut (Close Encounters) appears holographically with

Just got this for a friend of mine, and it'll be going out to him shortly. 
See catalog section, pages 50-51 for some unusual Collins stuff. 


Page 50 shows the 75A-4 receiver, which looks familiar to most of us. The CW-SSB 


switch has the nomenclature on the same line, so I believe that is the later 
style. 


However, below that is a shot of the 32W-1 Exciter! I have not heard of this 
one. Looks about like an A-4 (meter on left side) except right upper panel is 
bare. SSB/AM/CW. 


On the right hand page is the "30L-1 Transmitter!" This looks like the KWS-1, 
sitting atop what I believe is the usual KWS-1 amplifier portion. They call the 
amp portion the 367A-1 Linear, using 4X150As. They say the 32W-1 exciter can be 
upgraded to a 30L-1 at the Factory. 


I will try to scan these in and make them available (email me) before I send the 
book out to my friend, who will be amazed I got one for him! He's not a ham but 
learned a lot from the 55 Handbook, and misses the copy he lent "away" years 
ago. 


My friend worked for Centralab many years ago. Anyone willing to sell me a 
Centralab catalog? Any vintage is fine!

Greetings all... 


Before I open my mouth (keyboard?) any further, let me first say that there 
are so many reasons what I'm going to ask about doing is silly (ie: I've 
got a panadaptor for my 455 kc IF sets, I have no schematic for the SA-3 
unit, I've got no time to do this, my fiancee is about to kill me if I 
don't get off the computer soon, etc etc etc), but the tinkerer (moron?) in 
me is dying to know y'alls thoughts: 


Anyway, I've got a Singer-Metrics SA-3 Panadaptor. It has an IF input of 
30 Mc, and a window (bandwidth?) of +/- 1 Mc, I think. 


What I want to do is to feed the IF from one of my 455 kc IF sets, thru a 
box to convert it to 30 Mc IF, then into the SA-3. I think that I can take 
the 455 kc IF, feed into a mixer where I mix it with the output of the 
local oscillator running at 29.545 Mc, and then into the 30 Mc input of the 
SA-3. 


Problems I invision: 


1) On HF, the +/- 1Mc window of the SA-3 is going to be too wide - I won't 
be able to discern one signal peak from the other. Bummer. Perhaps the 
unit can be mod'ed to not have such a big window. Somewhere in the 
panadaptor, it has to set its horizontal scan frequency, perhaps I can 
"tighten up" the window. 


2) Since the panadaptor is looking at the upper mixing product of the 
mixer/LO combo and has such a big window, it will show xtwox images of what 
is out there (the LO freq + 455 kc, and the LO freq - 455 kc), in the same 
+/- 1 Mc window. I previously thought I could filter out the negative 
mixing product, but that won't work as the positive mixing product I want 
to see has spectral (right word?) components in the negative mixing product 
range - nuts. So, once again, I need to "tighten" the window. Hmmnn... 


3) LO stability - I need a xdarnx stable LO to provide the 29.545 Mc I'm 
feeding to the mixer - if the LO drifts just a little bit, this is a large 
error compared to the 455 kc IF of the set I'm wanting to look at.

The next project is a dc power supply that will go as high as 4500 vde at 1 
amp CCS. I will be using a new Dahl xmfr and a de resonant filter choke 
followed by a cap. This is going to be the universal power supply for 
numerous amp projects. 

Scenario: Output E of one of the taps is 2400 vac. Using a full wave bridge 
followed by a resonant choke I get 2150 vde at the output; approx. 90%. This 
is where it should be using ony a choke. 


Now follow the choke by a cap. In this case 15uF at 5 kv (just happened to 
be in the junk box). Now the output voltage is 2480 vdc. 


The "output factor" went from .9 to 1.05. 
Why the increse in output voltage when the cap is in place? 


90% of xmfr secondary voltage with just choke and 105% with the choke 
followed by the cap. 


I am sure the answer is very basic but for some reason I lost the concept.

Hi Lane, 
The xfrmr 2400 VAC is RMS, 70.7% of the peak. 
At no load, the DC could approach 2400/.707=3390vdc, but the choke smooths 
the fullwave rectifier output, so you get less, still above the AC rms 
value. Will stay above unless heavily loaded, and no losses in components. 

It'll go below the RMS value heavily loaded in real life. 

hope that explains it correctly & satisfactorily.
